Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  District  for  the  Year  ended  31st  December  1969. 

The  mid-year  population,  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General, 
was  3980,  being  20  fewer  than  in  1968. 

The  total  number  of  births  was  64,  there  being  no  deaths  of 
children  under  one  year  of  age,  and  no  maternal  deaths  diiring  the 
year  under  revieviT. 

Deaths  totalled  39  (51  in  1968)  giving  a  death  rate  of  10.00 
which  is  lower  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  at  11.9* 

Principal  causes  of  death  v/ere  -  10  heart  disease  (l5  in  1968) 
10  fron  cancer  (9  in  1968)  8  from  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous 
system  (7  in  1968)  and  4  from  respiratory  disease  other  than 
tuberculosis  (5  in  1968),  other  circul*  cry  diseases  4>  as  against 
2  in  1968. 

II  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  notified  during  the  year 
compared  with  72  in  1968,  The  decrease  was  mainly  due  to  fewer 
cases  of  measles . 

There  was  one  notification  of  tuberculosis  (not  piiLmonary) 
in  the  District  diiring  the  year.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

A  satisfactory  scavenging  service  continued  to  operate  throughout 
the  area  during  1969.  Only  a  small  n\jmber  of  the  most  remote  and 
inaccessible  properties  were  not  served,  A  weekly  collection  from  the 
back  door  is  provided  for  almost  all  premises,  although  a  fev/  of  the 
farmsteads  lying  outside  the  main  centres  of  population  are  visited 
less  frequently  by  arrangement  and  seme  are  required  to  bring  their 
ref  lose  container  to  the  roadside. 

All  refuse  is  conveyed  to  one  refuse  tip  which  is  situated  near 
the  village  of  IVIickletonj  unf ortionately  this  is  at  one  end  of  the 
district  but  the  journeys  have  been  so  arranged  as  to  minimise  the 
dead  mileage.  So  far  as  is  possible  tipping  is  carried  out  in 
accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health  Pec ommendat ions* 

One  rear  loading  vehicle  and  one  side  loading  vehicle  are 
regularly  used  on  -the  collection  service  together  with  four  men. 

The  annual  cost  of  the  service  is  £6,018.  0,  Od.

The  total  number  of  licensed  caravan  sites  at  the  end  of  the 
year  19^9  v/as  24#  With  three  exceptions  these  sites  are  for  very 
small  numbers  of  caravans  (less  than  five)  and  little  difficulty  is 
experienced  in  their  control.  In  addition  there  are  a  small  number 
of  sites  operating  under  exemption  certificates  from  the  Caravan 
Club, 


There  is  a  site  fox'  200  holiday  caravans  near  the  village  of 
Startferth  and  one  for  60  near  Ivlickleton.  Another  site  for  60  vans 
is  being  developed  in  the  parish  of  Barforth  but  is  not  likely  to 
be  in  full  use  before  1 971 •  All  these  sites  are  for  holiday  use 
only  and  their  occupation  is  prohibited  between  the  end  of 
October  and  the  beginning  of  Iviarch  in  each  year. 

There  are  no  licensed  camping  sites  in  the  area  but  there  are 
two  locations  on  v/hich  camping  takes  place  within  the  limits 
permitted  under  the  Public  Health  Act  without  license.  On  one  of 
these  nuisance  conditions  have  arisen  fi'om  time  to  time  in  the  past 
but  the  sporadic  use  of  the  site  has  inhibited  action  as  the  site 
use  has  ended  and  the  nuisance  ceased  before  statutory  action  could 
become  effective.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Public  Health  (Recurring 
Nuisances)  Act  will  provide  an  effective  means  of  dealing  vath  the 
problem  in  the  fulure, 

SB.mACE  AID  SE\7ACB  DISPOSAL 

The  Council  now  possess  satifactcry  sev\rerage  systems  at 
Cotherstone,  Mckleton,  Barningham,  Startferth,  RoDialdkirk,  Bowes, 
Boldrcn  and  Ovington, 

Work  commenced  tov/ards  the  end  of  the  year  on  the  scheme  for 
the  village  of  Hutton  kkgna,  a  small  community  v\dth  oily  22  properties. 
Of  the  Council's  post  war  sewerage  programme  only  the  village  of 
Lartington  remains  outstanding.  After  this  only  very  isolated,  small 
and  scattered  communities  remain  unsewered  and  it  is  doubtful  if 
economic  consideration  vrill  ever  permit  these  to  be  provided  with 
public  sewers  and  disposal  v/erks, 

WlATER  SUPPLY 

The  vra.ter  supplies  tlrroughout  the  area  are  under  the  control 
on  the  Tees  Valley  &  Cleveland  Water  Board,  No  nev/  schemes  were 
implemented  during  1969  but  a  scheme  is  under  active  consideration 
by  the  Board  to  provide  a  nev/  supply  to  Brignall  and  an  improved 
supply  to  Barningham, 

A  total  of  36  samples  vrere  taken  for  bacteriological  examination 
during  the  year,  of  these  8  were  unsatisfactory,  largely  from  private 
supplies.  Advice  as  to  remedial  measures  w'as  offered  in  these 
latter  cases.

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  the  Tees  Valley  -5;  Cleveland 
'"ater  Board  carry  out  regular  routine  examinations  of  all  the  supplies 
under  their  control,  both  bacteriologically  and  chemically.  No 
chemical  analyses  have  been  made  on  the  samnles  taken  by  the  Depart¬ 
ment  and  I  am  indebted  to  the  Vater  Board's  Chemist  for  the 
information  given  overleaf  v;hich  reoresents  the  average  figure  of  a 
number  of  chemical  -analyses  of  the  public  sunnlies.  Figures  given 
are  expres-sed  as  parts  per  million  except  where  otherwise  stated. 

One  thousand  and  sixty  eight  houses  are  connected  to  the 
public  mains  in  the  area  and  a  total  of  four  hundred  and  forty-four 
are  dependent  on  private  sun-nlies  of  varving  sorts,  primarily  springs, 
A.n  analysis  of  f^ese  figures  is  given  in  the  second  table  overleaf, 

HODSHTG 


The  Council  o’^-tis  eighty-six  houses  and  twenty-four  bungalows, 

7'ith  the  exception  of  the  village  of  Startforth  there  is  little 
demand  for  further  Council  house  buildini?  an  the  district;  much  of 
the  need  is  satisfied  by  the  casual  vacancies  arising  in  existing 
dwellings.  The  Coiincil  is  currently  engaged  in  examining  the 
possibility  of  building  further  houses  in  Startforth  village  but 
must  find  a  solution  to  the  problem  of  combining  a  satisfactory 
standard  of  housing  vdth  a  rent  compatible  with  the  comparatively 
modest  income  of  the  typical  rural  worker. 

During  the  year  the  Council  acquired  a  small  number  of  older 
houses  in  the  village  of  Cotherstone  and  continued  negotiation  for 
others  in  the  village  of  Mickleton  and  near  Middleton-in-Teesdale, 

’’^ork  of  modernising  these  properties  with  assistance  under  the 
Housing  Acts  from  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  has 
commenced.  The  Council  is  likely  to  continue  this  policy  ef 
acquiring  suitable  properties  and  carrying  out  improvements  as  an 
alternative  to  building  Council  houses  in  very  small  numbers  in 
villages. 

During  the  year  applications  have  been  approved  for  both  standard 
and  discretionary  grants.  Seven  standard  grants  were  approved  and 
eleven  discretionary  grants.  The  total  number  of  grants  approved 
since  the  introduction  of  the  schemes  is  32L.  The  average  figure 
paid  during  the  year  for  standard  gr'^nts  v’as  G221  ,  12,  2d,  and  for 

discretionary  grants  £3L3.  'lO.  Od.
